Economists say that a prime key to our 
national prosperity is the automobile industry. 
When automobile sales are up, things are good; 
when they’re down, things are rough. 


If that is so, what does the automobile industry 
indicate for Lower Bucks County? Are we pulling 
out of the mid-winter slump or not? 


I ewer B ucks has no automobile manufactur­ 
ing or assembly plant. However, conclusions can 
be drawn from new car sales. 
# 
For almost every major Ameri* an make, 
March sales of new cars in Lower Bucks were 
up, well above the experted seasonal increase 
that comes with the first promise of spring. 
New car sales mean, in most cases, bank 
financing, and bankers use them as one index 
to the picture of general economic conditions. 
Another vital clue for the bankers lies in the 
number of loans they grant for new construction. 
Listen to Thomas E. Coo, Jr., vice president 
of Central Penn and in charge of its Lower Bucks 
facilities: 


“We’ve had the best year for a long time 
in construction loans. Apparently new building in 
Lower Bucks will bo well ahead of average; in­ 
deed, well head of the national outlook.” 
Housing Development 
This is despite a cool, wet spring, particularly 
the first half of April, which has delayed construc­ 
tion considerably, he said. 
The Hyman Korman firm of Philadelphia re­ 
cently purchased the Buehl Airport, at Street and 
Hulmeville Roads in Bensalem Township, for a 
housing development and a new shopping center. 
T he organization isn’t ready to announce the 
starting date for the project yet but plans are on 
the drafting boards, according to a .spokesman. 
Korman, one of the biggest builders in Philadel­ 
phia’s northern areas, expects to put up several 
hundred homes on the old runways and his con­ 
struction will be a strong shot in the arm as well 
as verification of Coe’s predictions. 
John Catzin, Coe’s counterpart at Fidelity- 
Philadelphia, agrees with Coo. 
“The building supply industry is better than 
it normally would be,” he says, “th e suppliers and
